“T here are those,” Mr. Fox said, 
“ usually those who w ere never in a 
uniform , who on the announcem ent 
of the arm istice five y ears ago, de­ 
clared th a t the arm ies of the allies 
should m arch on to Berlin. 
Those 
people, according to Mr. Fox, did not 
realize th a t such an advance w*ould 
have cost millions of lives. 
The absolute futility of w ar is 
shown, according to Mr. Fox, in the 
fact th a t the nations of the e a rth en ­ 
gaged in the world w ar up to the 
signing of th e arm istice had lost in 
all millions of lives and billions of 
dollars and had gained nothing.

d en t Coolidge began actual work to­ 
day on his m essage to congress and 
upon the results of his efforts, even 
his closest friends acknowledge, will 
depend to a considerable degree his 
political future . 
Mr. Coolidge is know n to realize as 
much as do his friends th e im port­ 
ance of his first m essage, and his 
first pronouncem ent of policies, and 
for th a t reason, he expects to devote 
him self assiduously to work upon the 
docum ent during the 
three 
weeks 
th a t intervene before convening of 
congress. 
By ag reem en t with his 
secretary, C. Bascom Clemp, th e exe­ 
cutive will limit his daily appoint­ 
m ents to only those of necessity and 
let nothing interfere w ith his w*ork 
upon the m essage. 
The ground w'ork necessary to the 
d raftin g of the m essage already has 
been done. 
Six days a w eek for 
th ree m onths Mr. Coolidge has been 
conferring with officials and private 
citizens respecting the problem s be­ 
fore th e governm ent. 
H e has talked 
w ith experts in international affairs, 
with railroad executives and railroad 
em ployes, 
farm ers, 
labor 
leaders, 
bankers, editors, politicians, and with 
ju st plain ordinary citizens. 
In n ear­ 
ly every case the one who conferred 
w ith the president had the sam e ex­ 
perience—he 
presented 
his view's 
and then was closely questioned by 
the chief executive. 
T he result is 
Mr. Coolidge has absorbed a lot of 
inform ation on a lot of subjects. 
W ith this inform ation at hand he 
sat dow’n today to w rite the m essage. 
T he principal subjects to be treated 
in the m essage have become fairly 
well know'n to those who have fol­ 
lowed the course of the presid en t’s 
m ind and the natu re of his confer­ 
ences during the p a st th ree months. 
They 
em brace 
agricultural 
relief, 
taxation, 
transportation, 
m erchant 
m arine, 
governm ent 
expenditures, 
im m igration, reclam ation and in ter­ 
national affairs, including the w’orld 
court and the 
recently 
negotiated 
conventions with Mexico. 
T h ree subjects w’ould seem at this 
tim e likely to receive m ajor consid­ 
eration. 
They are agricultural relief, 
taxation and transportation. 
W ith respect to assistance to the 
farm ers, th e chief executive is ex­ 
pected by som e to urge legislation to 
prom ote cooperative m arketing, and 
probably ask creation of an agency, 
or 
authorization 
for

agency to sell A m erican farm pro­ 
t i s t s abroad. 
1 T he executive’ tax proposals m ost 
probably will follow’ the outline 
of 
those announced today by the tre a s­ 
ury departm ent, w ith 
such 
m inor 
modifications as republican leaders 
believe are advisable. 
T he p resen t 
im m igration law* ex­ 
pires next June and Mr. Coolidge has 
let it be known th a t he will look to 
congress to 
m aintain at

International affairs, excepting the 
references to the Mexico conventions 
seem to those close to the president 
to be destined to occupy a secondary 
place in the m essage.

OELS AWAITS THE 
ARRIVAL OF THE 
GROWN PRINCE 
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W ASHINGTON, Nov. 12 —F orm er 
P resident Woodrow’ Wilson, in greet­ 
ing a throng of about 5,000 adm irers 
who surged to his home on S street 
here 
yesterday 
declared 
th a t he 
wished his friends would “transfer 
their hom age from me to the soldiers 
who m ade possible the arm istice.” 
Mr. W ilson declared he was deep­ 
ly touched by the honor shown him. 
The 
ex-president 
seem ed to en ­ 
counter difficulty in speaking, pos­ 
sibly from em otion or the strain of 
his address by radio Saturday night. 
At the end of his short greeting 
to the crowd Mr. W ilson moved to 
go into the house, but before en ter­ 
ing turned back to phe throng for a 
few’ fu rth er rem arks. 
A fter the form er president re-en­ 
tered his house it was announced 
th a t he and Mrs. W ilson would go 
im m ediately for th e ir regular after­ 
noon ride, and the crowd rem ained 
to see the couple drive away. As the 
W ilson car rolled slowly past great 
cheers rose from the adm irers. 
Text of Address. 
The text of Mr. W ilson’s address 
follow’s ; 
“ Senator Glass, Ladies and Gentle­ 
men (g reat applause): 
“I am deeply touched and honored 
by this extraordinary exhibition of 
your friendship and confidence; and 
yet I can say w ithout affectation that 
I wish you would tran sfer your hom ­ 
age from me to the men who made 
the arm istice possible. 
It was pos­ 
sible because our boys had baten the 
enem y to a standstill: 
You know’, 
if you will allow rn to be didatic for 
a m om ent ‘arm istice’ m erely m eans 
‘standstill of arm s.’ 
Our late ene­ 
mies, the G erm ans, call an arm istice 
‘der 
w affenstillstand’—an 
arm ed 
standstill—and it was the boys th a t 
m ade them stand still. 
(L aughter 
and applause.) 
“If they had not, they would not 
have listened to proposals of arm is­ 
tice. 
“I am proud to rem em ber th a t I 
had the 
honor 
of 
being the com­ 
m ander in chief”------ 
(A 
voice: 
“The 
best 
one 
on 
e a rth .” 
Mr. W ilson continuing: 
“Of the most ideal arm y th a t was 
ever 
throw n 
together—parden my 
em otion—though 
the 
real 
fighting 
commander-in-chief was my honored 
friends, Pershing, to whom I gladly 
hand the laurels of victory. 
“ T hank you w ith all my h e a rt for 
your kindness,” (great applause.) 
T he band played “How’ Firm a 
Foundation.” 
Mr. W ilson: 
“ ust one m ore w*ord. 
I 
cannot 
refrain from saying it: 
“I am not one of those th a t have 
the least anxiety about the trium ph 
of the principles I have stood for. 
I have seen fools resist Providence 
before, and I have seen their de­ 
struction, as will come upon these 
again— u tte r 
destruction 
and 
con­ 
tem pt. 
T h a t we shall prevail is as 
sure as th a t God reigns. 
“T hank you.” 
Mr. Wilson wore a dark overcoat 
and a high silk hat. 
He leaned on 
the custom ary’ cane, and was helped 
to the front steps of his house by a 
negro servant. 
Mrs. W ilson 
ju st behind her 
husband as he addressed the crowd. 
It was the last paragraph of his 
speech, the most significant p a rt of I 
the short greeting, for which the 
form er P resident turned back to the 
crowd a fte r startin g to re-enter the 
house. 
“ W ilson is still fighting,” som e­ 
one in the throng rem arked. 
S enator Glass of Virginia m ade 
the introductory speech on behalf of 
the W ilson adm irers. 
“W e are brought here by genuine 
affection 
and

achievem ent in the suprem est crisis 
of the existence of our co u n try /’ 
Glass said.

posed scaling down of the surtax 
rates, he predicted, w’ould in the long 
run mean higher rath er than lower 
revenues from this source, because 
of the stim ulus it would give produc­ 
tive business by the diversion of cap­ 
ital from tax-exempt investments. 
Im portant among proposed revis­ 
ions which would prdvide 
taxation 
increases were limitation of the de­ 
duction of capital losses to 12Vs per 
cent of the loss and limitation of 
the deduction from gross income for 
interest paid during the year and tor 
losses not of a business character to 
the am ount the sum s these items 
exceed tax exempt incomes of the 
taxpayers.

LEE AND JACKSON IN THE GREAT 
WAR. 


Probably the German militarists were 
the last of the European students of war to 
recognize the importance of the military 
operations in this country from 1861 to 
1865 from the point of view of the student 
of military science. 
Certainly they were 
the last to recognize the genius of the great 
southern leaders in that struggle. 
Both in 
Great Britain and in France Lee and Jack­ 
son have long had 
enthusiastic 
admirers 
among military men, admirers who realized 
that the strategy of these two great sol­ 
diers contained lessons of universal appli­ 
cation. 
But from Germany 
there 
came 
very few evidences of any unusual degree 
of interest in the lessons of the civil war 
campaigns or of recognition of the fact that 
the American struggle developed some of 
the greatest captains of history. 
French and especially British writers on 
the world war have made many compari­ 
sons between certain strokes and situations 
in that contest and strokes and situations 
in the American war between the states. 
The conditions of the two contests were 
very dissimilar *n many important respects 
and yet not so dissimilar that the methods 
of Lee and Jackson could never be employ­ 
ed. Lloyd George's recent suggestion that 
in a measure Foch, as a strategist, might be 
compared with Lee has caused a great deal 
of comment and should bring forth some 
interesting opinions from persons compe­ 
tent to discuss the matter. 
The Louisville 
Courier-Journal goes so far as to say that 
“on the side of the entente allies the war 
was fought and won 
by 
the bequeathed 
genius" of the two most famous confeder­ 
ate commanders. “Not inaccurately may it 
be said," continues 
the 
Courier-Journal, 
“that the Battle of the Marne was won no 
more surely by Joffre, Manoury and Foch 
than it was by Stonewall 
Jackson 
and 
Robert E. Lee. Indeed, competent military 
critics insist that in almost every successful 
battle fought by either side in the great 
war, it was the genius of Lee and Jackson 
that scored the victory." 
W hether a symposium 
of authoritative 
military opinion 
would 
endorse this far­ 
reaching assertion we do not know. 
The 
south's great captains are already crowned 
with many laurels and they need no new 
ones to make their 
fame 
secure. 
But it 
would be exceedingly interesting to stilly 
in detail the influence of Lee and Jackson 
and perhaps of other confederate soldiers 
upon the military operations of the great 
struggle which shook the world half a cen­ 
tury after their day. 
That 
the 
lessons 
which they taught were illustrated upon 
many battlefields not o.Jy on the continent 
of Europe 
but in 
the more remote war 
theaters where there was more room for 
maneuvering is certain.

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EXAMINE AUTOMOBILE DRIVERS. 


From the St. Louis Star. 


So far there hase been 121 deaths from 
automobile accidents on the streets of St. 
Louis this year. 
Careless driving and con­ 
temptuous ignoring of traffic regulations 
are responsible for the most of them. Light 
fines have followed the great majority of 
accidents, judges protesting that they have 
no power to inflict jail sentences. 
Why not require a rigid examination as 
to driving automobiles, somewhat on the 
order of the English of ontinental European 
system, and issue driving licenses that must 
always be carried with the driver, be he 
owner or chauffeur? 
. Under these systems, 
competent engi­ 
neers test the driver’s knowledge of the 
mechanism of his car, or motorcycle, test 
his knowledge of the traffic rules of the 
city and state, and upon satisfactory ans­ 
wers and demonstration in crowded traffic, 
issues a driver's license with a photograph 
of the driver sealed upon it with the state 
seal. 
The little booklet, considerably smaller 
than an ordinary pocket memorandum that 
can be carried in the vest pocket, has extra 
sheets in blank. 
Following any accident, 
or infringement of traffic rules, the police­ 
man's first duty is to demand the driver's 
license. If he has no penalties noted on the 
blank sheets, the trial judge enters the na­ 
ture of the accident, the fine assessed, etc., 
on the license. 
The second offense finds the judge tak­ 
ing up the license for a period of six months 
or a year in case of non-fatal accidents— 
and the penalty for dirving without a li­ 
cense is six months in jail without appeal. 
In case of fatal accidents, in addition to 
punishment for the fatality, 
the 
driver’s 
license is taken away 
for 
an 
indefinite 
period. 
In Europe there is also an “international 
license" which 
supplements the 
issuing 
country's license. 
Here, also, are blank 
pages for penalties, 
and 
two 
penalties 
noted on these sheets automatically bar any 
driver of a country from operating a ma­ 
chine in any other country of Europe. This 
license also must be carried on the person 
of the driver. 
Some such system might be 
inaugurated through federal statutes for 
interstate drivers. 
This system would force drivers to be 
competent, and lack of a driver’s license, 
with six months in the workhouse without 
appeal, would certainly make the average 
road-hog think several times before ventur­ 
ing out on the highways with his reckless 
machine that knows no consideration for 
other motorists or any pedestrain.

Fishhook Hung From Kite 
To Catch Giant Tuna 


To catch tuna and swordfish, kites 
are being used on the west coast, to 
carry the hooks and bait far from the 
boats. 
After they are sent up, the 


fishing line is attached to the kite 
string which drags it over the water. 
When a fish bites, the sportsman reels 
it in close enough for a companion to 
strike with a harpoon. As some of the 
catches weigh from IOO to 300 pounds, 
lively battles take place. 
Rules of a 
club formed by fishermen permit only 
the angler and spear thrower to kill or 
gaff the fish. 
In contests, shooting 
disqualifies the participant. 
To be 
eligible for membership a candidate 
must land a tuna weighing at least IOO 
pounds or a swordfish of more than 
200 pounds, using heavy tackle.

War Engines of Future To 
Be Electric 


■** Electricity is to be a strong factor in 
future wars according to statements 
made by British experts who see in the 
discoveries of science a terrible power 
of destruction from mysterious waves 
of electric current sent through the air 
from hidden sources. 
Motors of air­ 
planes and seacraft will be halted by 
special waves of wireless broadcast for 
thousands of miles, and even infantry 


and cavalry might be thrown into con­ 
fusion or utterly destroyed by strong 
jets of water charged with electricity 
and mixed with acids. Machine guns 
and monster naval cannon, it is said, 
may be noiseless, and the projectiles 
will be “ fired’' by electric force. 
8ound made by electrically operated 
instruments will roar out over the 
battle fields with such a racket as to 
wreck the minds of opposing armies 
that dare to remain within hearing. 
Heat generated wirelessly will shoot 
out unseen over wide areas, destroying 
property and life without warning.

Erecting Supports For Aerials 


A simple method of erecting sup­ 
ports for aerials, when height is not 
a great consideration, is to nail lengths 
of 2 by 2-in. wood to the roof as shown 
in the drawing. The supports are 
fastened on opposite sides of the roof. 
and are located over rafters, so that 
the spikes can be driven into these. 
The distance between the upper ends 
of the supports should be about 16 to 
24 in. Ordinary’ porcelain insulators, 
which can be procured from any 
electrical store, are screwed to the ends 
of the supports and the aerial is at­ 


tached to these. Care must, of course, 
be taken to have the aerial wires 
stretched.as rigidly as possible so that 
they will not touch the roof.

Tracing Starter Troubles 


Before blaming the starting motor 
or switch when the starter refuses to 
operate and the battery is known to 
be in good shape and fully charged, or 
nearly so, examine all terminals care­ 
fully, taking them off, cleaning thor­ 
oughly with a file or sandpaper, and 
scraping the battery post clamps inside 
and out. Very of’^en there is nothing 
wrong except dirty or corroded ter­ 
minals, and cleaning will remove the 
trouble at once. 
Keep the batten’ 
posts and clamps clean and covered 
with vaseline to prevent corrosion, 
and be especially careful about the 
ground connections, which in many 
cars collect dirt, and rust or corrode. 
It is also good practice to examine 
the starting-motor cables occasionally, 
and to renew them if the insulation is 
badly frayed or there are broken 
strands.

Several thousand persons attended 
services held at Arlington in the j 
Memorial Ampitheatre in the after­ 
noon and many more * gathered on 
nearby slopes heard the songs, pray­ 
ers and addresses through amplifi 
ers mounted on top of the struction. 
Bishop William F. McDowell of 
the 
Methodist 
Episcopal 
Church, 
made the principal address, an ap­ 
peal to the American people to keep 
faith at the time when the tendency 


is strong “to lapse back into ordin­ 
ariness of aspiration," into eompla- 
ctny of soul when the glory of con­ 
flict has passed.” 
“Idealism so often fails in the 
long pull, in the patient and crea­ 
tive endurance, to the end, in 4he 
days that show no heroism but only 
toil and efforts,*’ Bishop McDowell 
said. 
“That is the test that is upon 
us now.” 
Brief ceremonies were held at the 
tomb of the Unknown Soldier at the 
conclusion of the empihitheatre serv­ 
ices and numerous veteran's organ­ 
izations added their wreaths to the 
mound of tribute which grew stead­ 
ily higher from the time the Presi­ 
dent laid “the national wreath.”
